He drove away south of the 
town of Baliard in the direction of 
Seattle. 
The next authentic reports 


brought to the sheriff after daybreak 
contained 
the information that the 


man had evidently slept in Woodland 
park, wimm tne Seattle city limits. 
He left the park shortly before sun- 
rise in his stolen rig.
